The pictures of several sinning chim- 
neys printed in Tun Taten during the 
week show that the stokers are rejoicing in 
their liberty to defile the city, and that they 
are determined to besmirch every building, 
article of clothing, and human being in Chi- 
cago. They have succeeded in making this 
the -dirtiest city m the Union—Cincinnati 

erhaps excepted. Pittsburg has ceased to 

the Smoky City“ and Chicago has suc- 
ceeder to the title. We are no longer the 
Garden City. Gardens cannot thrive when 
visited with a shower of soot almost as bad 
as that which was poured down on Pompeii 
by Vesuvius. Between the Anarchists and 
the engineers we are in a bad way. Judge 
Tuley says we must not defend ourselves 
from one by anticipation and the Council 
says we shall not be protected from the 
other. But ia that sunny world beyond the 
grave, where all good Chicagoans hope to go, 
there may be few stokers, no Anarchists, 
and no smoke protecting Aldermen.

Naturally enough they suggest the 
Police Department as the first ground of at- 
tack, In common with the Anarchists they 
have suffered through the enforcement of 
the police law. They have so often profited 
by the mistaken zeal of honest men that they 
hope to utilize it now and have already 
posted their decoy. 


RACE PERSECUTION BY LYNCHING. 

The Attorney General of North Carolina in 
his report to the Governor touches upon one 
of the worst evils connected with tne admin- 
istration of justice in the South—an evil 
which not alone refiects upon the laxity of 
law enforcement but has also grown to be a 
giaring and infamous form of race persecu- 
tion. He refers specially to lynching, and 
says he notes in the last year or two a dis- 
position manifested by evil-minded men to 
resort to the barbarous and wholly unjustifi- 
able method known as lynch law to punish 
crime. Upon this subject he says: 


It is a mgnificant circumstance usually accom- 
panying these outrages that those who are en- 
gaged in their perpetration invoke the darkness 
of night, the protection ,of disguises, and the 
association of numbers Micient to guarantee 
them from danger in the performance of what 
they would have the world believe was a grave 
duty. There is some reason to believe that in a 
recent instance the lynching was instigated and 
executed by parties ＋ were really guilty of the 
offense sought to ressed, for the purpose 
of diverting thi Pweg from themselves, and 
in another later case it is reported, apparently 
on good authority, that one of the victims of the 
mob was wholly inrocent of the crime charged, 
but was executed so ‘ay y because it was feared 
that he recognized sou of the persons engaged 
in tlie lynching of a fellow prisoner. 


As the remedy for this condition of things 
he calis upon ail good citizens to denounce 
the commission of these crimes and upon ail 
those who are charged with the maintenance 
of the law and the dignity of the courts to 
use every effort to detect and punish the 
criminals. The Attorney General is speak- 
ing only of the State of North Carolina, where 
there were ten cases of lynching last year, 
byt his remarks are applicable to every part 

the South. A few figures will serve to 
illustrate the gravity of the evil 6f which he 
complains. There were 144 persons lynched 
in the United States last year, so far as made 
public. Unquestiopably there were other 
victims to mob fury of whom no mention was 
made, Of these 144 the South was respon- 
sible for 96, and of these 96 there were 74 ne- 
groes. It is needless to say these are not all 
the negroes who have been lynched in the 
Southern States. It probably will never be 
known how many were lynched at Wahalak, 
Miss., for no other offense than maintaining 
their legal rights, or how many have sufferea 
death ih remote sections of the South of 
whom no account has found its way into the 
public prints. The familiar remark of the 
white savages at Wahalak when it was 
asked of them where certain negroes were, 
that they had “gone to Arkansas, will ac- 
count for many more negroes who have dis- 
appeared. Of these 74 negroes 29 were ac- 
cused of rape, but in several of these cases 
the crime consisted simply of assault. Twen- 
ty-four were charged with murder, but in 
some of these vases it is known the crime 
was committed in self-defense or under 
strong provocation, which would have miti- 
gated the penalty if the men had been 
tried by a fair-minded jury. Six were 
lynched for incendiarism, two for quarreling 
with white persons, two for unknown rea- 
suns, two for assaulting whites, two for 
threatening language, two for insulting white 
women, one for highway robbery, one for 
poisoning horses, one for miscegenation, os 
for writing a threatening letter, and one for 
swindiing. The comparison between North 
and South is a suggestive one. Of the forty- 
eight lynched in the former section thirty 
were cases in the remote parts of the Terri- 
tories, where there is no law and where the 
settiers have to protect themselves. It is 
folly to contend that these lynchings in the 
South bear any appreciable relation to actual 
crimes committed, or are due to any fear that 
justice would fail in these cases. Justice 
never yet failed of reaching the extreme 
penalty in a Southern court where the de- 
fendant was a black man. It would be as 
absurd to assume that the sun will not rise 
tomorrow morning as that a black man would 
escape conviction in the South. The horri- 
ble murders in Kemper County, which are 


but a series of lynchings with no other cause. 


than race hatred, and the recent deliberate 
lynching of a wrong man at Pratt Mines, 
Ala., by a mob which had every reason to be- 
lieve he was the wrong man emphasize our 
point. 

Stated in the fewest words, lynching is 
only another form of race persecution in the 
Southern States, and it is unquestionably 
true that in the majority of cases the punish- 
ment does not fit the crime, and would not 
be inflicted were the defendants whites. 
The Attorney General of North Carolina has 


+ stated the case none too strongly. Justice in 


the South is largely in the hands of the mob, 
which does not stop to discriminate or in- 
quire when the offender isa black man. It is 
a sufficient cause for death that he is a negro, 
whether he has actually committed an offense 
or is only under suspicion. 


TWO WATERWAYS INSTEAD OF ONE. 

THe TrRrsune the other day asked the 
News whether it favored the construction of 
a channel with a capacity of 600,000 cubic 
feet of water per minute to dispose of the 
sewage of this city, and if so how if pro- 
posed to make it and what it would cost. 
The replies of the News are so vague, not to 
say fantastic, that it becomes necessary to 
ask still more questions, in the hope that the 
replies will be so definite that it may be pos- 
sible to know just what the scheme of the 
News is, and, most important of all, what it 
will take from the pockets of the taxpayers 
for its execution. Thus far what the Wers 
has had to say reminds one forcibly of De 
Lesseps when he first solicited subscriptions 
from France for the Panama Canal. It was 
a moderate work. It would not costa great 
deal. It would be done in a few years. 
Facts were against De Lesseps, and, after 
having spent on a fragment of his ditch 
already more than he estimated the whole 
would cost, the enterprise has gone into 


ty-ninth street, from the lake westward. 

Since a channel with a fidw of a mile and a 
halt an hour and a cavacity of 400,000. cubic 
cubic feet a miaute must be at least 200 feet 
wide and atleast 16 feet deep its readers 
may be anxious to learn from the News what 
it will cost to get the right ot way therefor 
from the lake to Ashland avenue and on 
down to the South Branch. The right of way 
will have to be bought. A street cannot be 
taken Without the payment of such damages 
as would amount to the purchase of the lots 
fronting of it on both sides, and a 66 foot 
street would only be one-third of the re- 
quired ground. How near what street does 
the Vews intend to cut its big cross-town 
ditch, and what are the figures of its real 
estate expert as to the land damages for 
the several mifes of right of way! 
Judging from the costly experience which 
the city has had in building sewers near 
Thirty-ainth street the digging and main- 
tenance of a sixteen foot excavation 200 feet 
wide, with a current of a mile and a half an 
hour, would not be an inexpensive job. 
But the News must give some figures on that. 
What are they? The construcwon of a 200 
foot wide canal across railroad tracks, boule- 
vards, streets, etc., also cutails expense. 
The land for the whole distance is pretty 
thickly populated and well improved, and 
property is valuable. How many millions of 
dollars of special assessments will it cost for 
right of way for this fancy, superfluous chan- 
nel? Wiil ten, twelve, or filteen defray the 
cost? Doubtful. 
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A PRACTICAL SUGGESTION CARRIED OUT. 

Several months ago Tun TRIBUNE, com- 
menting upon the incipient organization of 
the Woman’s League, said, discussing the 
ample field for usefulness lving untouched 
before it, that one of its first duties should 
be to found, equip, and manage a free school 
of domestic industry. This school, it said, 
should teach only housekeeping; and a home 
should be maintained in connection with it 
where women out of employment might lodge. 
The Woman's League has not yet disproved 
the assertion made at the same time that 
it was born in a muddle and that its sponsors 
did not know what to do with it. Until now 
it has not accomplished a solitary object men- 
tioned among its gloriovs aims. It has not 
even managed to hoid regular meetings. Its 
existence has become fabulous. 

But the School of Housekeeping has come. 
It came in modestly, it has grown vigorously, 
and it is accomplishing a practical, humane, 
intelligent, and noble work. It is called the 
“Home and Training School of Domestic 
Science,“ and is at No. 1855 Michigan avenue. 


Mrs. Thomas Wilce is President, Mrs. Theo- 


dore F. Swan Treasurer, and Mrs. T. D. Mo- 
Clure Secretary. 

Tue Trrpuxe said such a school rightly 
managed ud afford. homekeeping women 
a supply of trained and “charactered” 
servants. Thisitdoes. The tuition is given 
free. It is competent and judicious. Prac- 
tice is supplied in every department of 
domestic work. Housekeepers who cannot 
do all their sewing, mending, baking, and 
laundering can send their surplus to this 
institution and get it well done. There is no 
private interest in the enterprise. It is ex- 
clusively benevolent. But it is conducted on 
business principles. That is the chief reason 
why it has succeeded. It is of more impor- 
tance in one sense to the women of Chicago 
than the medical colleges, the law classes, 
and tbe art schools. 

THE GAME EXPOSED. 

The organ Which wittingly or unwittingly 
permits itself to be the mouthpiece of the at- 
tack of the agents of tho conspitacy against 
good government in Chicago has done the 
work cat out for it fairly well thus far. But 
the scheme is developing too rapidly and 
cannot deceive the public much longer. If 
the attack on Bonfield and Schaack is gen- 
uine why not present the proofs! Why not 
meet the issue fairly in the courts? Why 
not submit to the arbitration which is pro- 
posed? Mayor Roche has invited proof. He 
has suggested the examinawon of the proof 
ex parte and under oath by à committee of citi- 
zens in whom the public could have full confi- 
dence. He would notallow his own prejudices 
in favor of his officers, if he was thought to 
have any, to stand in the way: The accusing 
parties have failed to meet the challenge. 
They have shirked confidential investigation 
on more or less flimsy pretexts. They have 
attacked Bonfield. They have asked the 
Mayor to discharge him without substantia- 
tion of their allegations. Had the Mayor 
yielded to their demands it would have 
served the purpose of the schemers who are 
inspiring the organ. They would then have 
denounced him as a cowardly and pusiilani- 
mous truckler to anarchy. Had he allowed 
himself to be duped by Mr. Onahan they 
would have sneered at him as a Sabbatarian 
and a Phafisee. They now denounce him 
as the supporter of Bonfield and as the repu- 
diator of Onahan and moral reform. Their 
game is clear enough. 

It is for the people of Chicago to say 
whether such a conspiracy of defamation 
and political trickery, undertaken under 
the pretext of zeal for reform, but whose end 
is the reéstablishment of a loose, corrupt, 
and vicious municipal government in tnis 
city, under which gamblers, doodlers, and 
brothels may again flourish, shall succeed. 


ONE PREVENTION OF DIVORCE. 

Mr. Springer has introduced in the House 
a bill looking to a more uniform system of 
marriages and divorces in this country. 
While it is questionable whether the States 
would ever consent to such a regulation of 
their domestic affairs, there is still room for 
a reform in the law in this State, for in- 
stance, which would remove, one of the most 
prolific causes of divorce and materially 
lessen the number of cases. Any one who 
has given the subject any attention knows 
that the multitude of applicauons for divorce 
largely grows out of the permission which 
the statutes give divorced parties to marry 
immediately. la practice divorces are un- 
conditional and in tne majority of cases the 
application is made for the purpose of marry- 
ing again. * 

The operation of the system is familiar 
enough. A man who has become a little 
tired of his wife meets another woman, it 
may be a girl or another married woman, 
whom he likes better. He begins a flirtation 
with her. He knows he cannot obtain her 
without a divorce. They talk the matter 
over together, The man complains he has 
been mismarried. They soon discover they 
are affinities and there can be no happiness 
for them unless they are married. The man 
begins his work systematically. He grows 
cold and petulant towards nis wife. He 
gradually alenates her affection for him. 
Quarrels ensue. He becomes actually cruel 


„and disgusts her with his treatment. Finally 


he abandons her or commits some offense 
which will Warrant her in applymg for a 
divorce under the statutes. Driven to des- 
peration by his treatment, she at last apples 
and under our lax laws the decree is 
at once given her. Then the released 
husband, as soon as decency will permit and 

ner, Marries the other woman. 
The ol the case is equally tua A 
wife tires of her husband, having found a 
3 1 or a richer or smarter man. 
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in dociety. 

It there were a definite time fixed by the 
statutes within which divorced persons could 
marry again—sayj three or, better still, five 
years—it would undoubtedly have the effect 
of largely preventing many ot the divorce 
cases which now crowd our court calendars. 
If the party applying for a divorce were not 
allowed to marry again within that period it 
is likely the first step would not be taken. 
He or she would not be so fond of new affin- 
ities and they would not regard matrimony 
as a mere experiment to see whether they 
like it instead of a ing contract. The 
law as it stauds encourages free love. It 
says to the contracting parties, “If you think 
you can do better you.are at liberty to try, 
and to repeat it as often as possible, which 
is the essence of free love. The statute pro- 
motes incompatibility and encourages di- 
vorce. People would find the old husbands 
and wives would do if the law itself did not 
encourage them to get new ones. 


THE WAGES SYSTEM I8 A PARTNERSHIP 
AND NOT “SLAVERY.” 

“You are wage-slaves,” says Prof.“ Gart- 
side,a man dependent for a living on the 
wages paid him by a Socialist organization 
for preaching false doctrine. “ You are ex- 
ploited by the capitalist,” gays the constitu- 
tion of the Arbeiter Bund to the workingmen 
of Chicago. Why do not the birea lecturer 
and the bund, instead of calling hard names 
and seeking to attach a degrading meaning 
to “ wages,“ tell the workingmen just what 
the nature of the contract is which tney make 
with their employers, and then let them de- 
cide for themselves whether it is slavery or 
not. 

If they were todo that the workingmen 
would see that wages are not the dole which 
the master gives to the slave, but that they 
are that specific, fixed, determined propor- 
tion of the expected profits arising from the 
increased value given to some material by 
human labor. For labor is not the slave of 
capital, but its partner. Every industrial 
business—the principle goes farther than 
that, but we confine the argument for the 
present to manufacturing as itis conducted 
in the great centres of industry—is a partner- 
ship between capital and labor, each side 
having full freedom to enter into the 
contract. By the terms of the agree- 
ment, which may be written or 
verbal, and which may endure for a week, 
a month, or 4 year, the workingmen who 
contribute their iabor to the common enter- 
prise which it is expected will result in a 
profit are to be paid a fixed sum which the 
two parties have agréed on, cailed wages. 
The capitalist, who contributes the plant, 
the capital, his own labor, perhaps, and the 
market, if he can find one, is to have what 
part of the expected profit remains after the 
other partners called laborers have drawn 
their predetermined share, the payment of 
which he insures to them whether there 
are profits or not. The capitalist pays the 
taxes; the insurance, the cost of hunting a 
customer, assumes the risk that he will pay 
for articles sold him, and when naturally 
claims what is left. Sometimes it is much. 
Sometimes it is little. Sometimes it is noth- 
ing. Sometimes it is less than nothing, and 
the capitalist goes to smash. He loses his 
plant and everything, and the workingman 
who has been steadily receiving his advance 
share of profits which never materialized, 
in what are called wages, is simply out of a 
job till he can make another contract with 
another partner on similar terms. 

„Wage-slavery,“ then, is no slavery at all, 
but a partnership where one side takes a cer- 
tain definite sum or cértainty and the other 
the chances of a profit or uncertainty. One 
side renounces profit-sharing, but it also es- 
capes the crushing losses. One party chooses 
safety, the other, who puts in all the capital, 
accepts all tne risks. On one side there is 
an assured income and nothing more for a 
definite amount of labor. On the other an un- 
certain income, but a possibility of large or 
considerable. profits. Those who prefer the 
bird in the hand take the wages, bus they 
do not thereby become slaves.“ They pro- 
fer a fixed to an undetermined share of 
profits with a provable loss. 

It is optional for labor aud capital, tn- 
stead of entering the cust#mary form of con- 
tract mentioned above, to go into one which 
1s commonly called profit-sharing. By its 
terms the workingman gets his specified 
weekly or monthly advance share of the 
profits, called wages, and also atthe end of 
the year gets a certain percentage of the re- 
maining profits, if there are any. This sys- 
tem, though much lauded by some theorists, 

has thus far met with no favor from the 
class for whom it was devised. Ihe reason 
is natural. While workingmen may get more 
under it they are called on to stake 
more. If they ‘share the profits they 
must also share the losses. If they 
may eat the fat they must also take 
the lean when it comes, If they are 
with the capitalist in the sanshine, they 
must stay with himin the shadow and the 
storm. If A, the machinist, had a thousana 
dollars he could in nine cases out of ten get 
an interest in his employer’s shop. Suppos- 
ing, to get that interest, which he had every 
reason to believe would be profitable, he 
| mortgages his $2,000 house. At first there 
are profits, but then comes a panic and the 
machine shop goes to smash. The machinist 
must make good his share of the losses 
as well as the employer. In the ef- 
fort his mortgaged house is lost to 
him, and he finds that it would 
have been more profitable for him had he 
risked less, for he risked his all and lost it. 
Or A, iastead of putting more money into 
the business, contracts with the capitalist that 
he will draw just enough wages to live on, and 
that the difference shall be put into the busi- 
ness, thus gradually buying him an interest. 
In the course of ume the smash comes and 
then A finds that in his efforts to add to his 
gains he has lessened them and is worse off 
than his fellow-workman who took all 
his dividends when they were due 


failure of a factory where there 
are a thousand men employed on this profit- 
sharing system, having either mortgaged 
their property to acquire un interest or hav- 
ing allowed a part of their wages to be kept

The truth is—tne Socialists hide the fact

wages substituted for it. It can only be suc- 
ceeded by something which through natural 
selection replaces it. 

In future Socialistic discussions let us hear 
less nonsense and foolishness about wage- 
slavery” and “exploitation,” but if there 
are any objecuons to the system of free-con- 
tract between capital and labor, by which 
they are continually entering into partner- 
ships on a determined basis of the aivision 
of anticipated profits, labor being guaranteed 
a certainty and capital taking all the risks 
as well as the gains, let them be stated. 


THE AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM OF VOTING. 

Some of the labor leaders in this city are 
showing signs of a desire to have the Aus- 
tralian method: of voting introduced here, 
They should look carefully before they leap. 
If they were to sdooeed they might find they 
had disfranchised half their members. Fancy 
taking Germans, Bohemians, Italians, Poles, 
Russians, two kinds of Scandinavians, Hun- 
garians, and nalf adozen other nationalities 
that do not read or speak English, and lock - 
ing them up alone wita a ticket thrice as long 
as the one we now have (containing the 
names of the candidates of all the parties and 
factions) in language and type with which 
they are unfamiliar, and asking them to des- 
ignate by mark the men they want to vote 
for. At present each of them is handed a 
ticket by some man of his party and 
he votes it “blind,” or scratches, or 
pastes over some names. But when 
he is penned up in a “voting shelf” with 
u ticket having the titles of twenty offices on 
it, neariy all unfamiliar to him, and four, 
five, or six to thirty names stretchéd out un- 
der each office in alphabetical order, what 
will the voter who is ignorant of English do 
except tear his hair in despair and ask to be 
allowed to leave? The labor men will do 
wellif they limit their exertions to securing 
the adoption of an amendment providing 
that the crowd shail not come within, say, 
fifty feet of the polls. The eight baliot 
boxes of South Caroliaa have disfranchised 
nearly all the colorea men of the State, and the 
consolidated tickets of the Australian plan 
would do the same thing by half of our foreign 
population.. There is no trouble in England, 
for only one office is voted for, and all the 
voters understand English, but here it would 
be one of the most sweeping measures of 
disfranchment the wit. of man could devise. 


| THE LIBERAL VICTORIES IN ENGLAND 


AND SCOTLAND. 

Mr. Gladstone has heard cheering news in 
Italy and will return to England in a few 
days in improved health and buvyant spirits. 
The old year ciosed somewhat inauspiciously 
for his party. A Gladstonian candidate had 
been returned to Parliament from the Lib- 
eral stronghold at Stockton by a greatly re- 
duced majority, while a Tory had been elect- 
ed by an increased majority a few days 
previously in the close borough of Col- 
chester. The result in both elections de- 
tracted much from the Liberal triumphs 
during the year at Southampton, Ayr, 
Edinburg, where the Giadstonians won 
seats hitherto held by Tories. The recent 
victory of the Gladstonian cac:ididate at 
Govan, near Glasgow, Friday and the sweep- 
ing Liberal triumphs in the London munic- 
ipal elections prove that the flowing tide is 
again with the Grand Old Man and his 
party. 

In Govan a Tory majority of 362 has been 
turned ioto a home rule majority of 1,071. 
But a more cheering sign of the times is the 
complete triumph of the Liberals, or, rather, 
the Radicals, in the London municipal elec- 
tions. The Tories forced the fighting there 
on party issues. They sought at the same 
time to win a few scattering votes by parad- 
ing their candidates as independents. This. 
put the Liberals on their mettle, and they 
presented some of their best men—Lord 
Rosebery, Lord Compton, Mr. Saunders, 
Capt. Sinclair, and others of less note, They 
have won along the whole line, 

The represeatation of London in the House 
of Commons now is 46 Tories, 2 Libéral- 
Unionists (one of them Chamberiain’s 
brother), and 11 Gladstonian Liberals. The 


members of the Municival Council ha ve been 


elected from the respective parliamentary 
constituencies into which the British metro- 
polis is divided—two Councilors from 
each constituency. The political sentiment 
ia each may be gauged fairly by comparing 
the result in 1886 with the result of last 
Thursday. Instead of 22 Liberals, the pro- 
portion the parliamentary result would indi- 
cate, 69 Liberals are returned, ana the Tory 
expectation of 96 Councilors dwindles down 
to 49. The new Liberal Councilors are not 
timid politicians, but are of the progressive, 
reforming, radical stamp—«enuine Giadston- 
ians. 

This partial experiment in the way of 
home rule doubtiess will educate many 
wavering British voters and independents 
hitherto classed as Unionists into acquies- 
cence in the Gladstone home rule proposals 
for Ireland. The new year opens auspiciously 
for the Home-Rulers. 


WAGES AND SELLING VALUES, 
A great deal has been said within the last 


few years about the alleged small share 
which is paid to the worker out of the sell- 
ing value of goods manufactured in the 
United States. The census of nearly ten 
years ago showed that for the nine principel 
cities of the Union the value of thé manu- 
factures aggregated $1,676,000,000 (1,676 mill- 
ions), while the wages paid were but $299,- 
240,652 (299 millions), of .a trifle less than 18 
percent. It was argued from this that less 
than one-fifth of the selling value is paid to 
the workers in compensation for their labor, 
and the point was adduced by one of the 
Anarchist orators in his trial before Judge 
Gary as proof that the employers of these 
workers take to themselves the other four- 
fifths as the lion’s sbare.

TRANSPORTATION OF MAILS. 
A Proposed Out of 10 Cent in the Pay 
of All the BRallroads the Country. 
Wasurtneron, D. C., J 18.— The House 
Committee on Post-Offices and Post-Roads is 
considering a proposition to reduce the pay 
of railroads for carrying the mail by 10 per 
cent. For twenty-eight years, from 1845 to 
1878, the pay of railroads was fixed, at the 
discretion of the Postmaster General, at not 
more than $375 per mile per annum and a 
minimum of $50 per mile per annum. In 1366 


all the mails to be weighed and 
the results tabulated. It was thus ascer- 
tained that a railroad carrying 367 pounds of 
mati daily was paid as much as one carrying 
19,000 pounds. It took seven years for Con- 
gress to realize what this meant, but the act 
of March 8, 1873, for the compensation of 
railroads was adjustea in accordance with 
the weight of the mail carried. In 1876 the 
pay was reduced 10 per cent by the act of 
July 12, and a commission was constituted to 
investigate the subject of compensation of 
railroads for carrying the mail and to report 
ust and expedient rates of compensation. 
his commission reported that the 
basis of compensation should be the 
space used, limited by the weight of 
the mails. The report was made 
in December, 1877. Con could not or 
would not take the troubie to understand the 
matter and settled the question for the ume 
by cutting down the compensation of the 
railroads 5 per cent more by the act of June 
17, 1878. There the matter has rested for ten 
years, although the Forty-seventh Congress 
authorized the appointment of a new com- 
mission to investigate the subject. This 
commission came to the same con- 
clusion as the former one, except 
that it recommended making speed as 
well as space and weight an element 
in determining the compensation of rail- 
s for carrying the mail. This report 
was submitted in December, 1883, tive years 
ago. Its recommendations have been re- 
peated in the annual .report of the Second 
Assistant Postmaster General since that 
time, and yet the Post-Office Committee pre- 
fers to consider a proposition to make a 
horizontal cut of 10 per cent all round upon 
an equitabie basis rather than to take the 
troubie to first fix a proper basis of compen- 
sation upon which the equitable reduction 
can be made hereafter to correspond with 
the reduction of the cost of railroad trans- 
portation to the public. 


FORT SHERIDAN, NEAR CHICAGO, 


An Additional Appropriation of $200,000 
Needed to Carry Out the Plans. 
Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 19.—At ite last 
session Congress appropriated for the erec- 
tion of buildings at Fort Sheridan and for 
the construction of a wharf there the sum of 
$300,000. The wharf was completed last fall 
and a wire fence costing $2,300 was built 
about the military reservation. A contract 
involving about $14,000 was awarded to be 
expended in grading and otherwise building 
a road from the wharf to the nearest point of 
the railroad, Matters here rested for months. 
The brother of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the army had submit 
estimates for the completion of the new post, 
and it 1s said that Maj. Gen. Terry, command- 
ing the military division within the limits of 
which Fort Sheridan was located, approved 
of Mr. Holabird’s plan or else disapproved of 
the same as being too elaborate and expen- 
sive. The Quartermaster General, it is said, 
claimed the right to determine the plan, and 
so forth, Gen. Sheridan sustained Gen. 
Terry. but, it is said, the Secretary of War 
deciaed that the post should be completed 
under the supervision of the Quartermaster 
General. Col. Lee was relieved from duty in 
Chicago and Capts. McCauley and Miller de- 
tailed. The latter was specifically designated 
in orders from the War Department as in 
charge of the construction of the new post 
near Highwood, III. Capt. Miller has since 
forwarded his reports to Washington through 
the office of Gen. Bingham, the Chief Quar- 
termaster of the division commanded by Maj. 
Gen. Crook. vice Terry, retired. The Secretary 
of War has approved of the plans and esti- 
mates submitted to the extent of $280,000, and 
proposals will be advertised for at once. The 
— contemplates the construction of houses 
or two field officers, seven Captains, fifteen 
subaltern officers, a hospital, guardhouse, 
storehouses, and the necessary barracks for 
the increased garrison. At least $200,000 ad- 
ditional win require to be appropriated in

This morning C. P. Huntington, President 
of the Southern and Central ine Rail-

It was 
mot probable, however, in the opinion of 
members of the company that any legisla- 
tion willbe accomplished at this session of 
Congress.

When she did the Olga also followed to 
Latoga, where the Adler and Eber were 
found. Both ships cleared for action. Dur- 
ing the morning Consul Biscklock received 
a note from the German Consul saying that 
the men-ot-war were going up the 
coast “to stop the fighting in behalt of an 
effective protection of German interests, and 
also to disarm. the Mataafe and Tamasese 
torces.“ 

Biacklock protested in the name of the 
United States against the action of the Ger- 
man Consul, which would place the wives 
and property of Americans in great danger, 
on the ground that the action was in direct 
conflict with the powers conferred upon the 
representatives of the three treaty nations. 
Soon after the Nipsic arrived at Latoga Capt. 
Mulien, with three of the ship’s officers, went 
on board the Adler to demand of Consul 
Knappe the reason for having deciared his 
intention to stop. the war without consulting 
the Consuls. The German Consul replied 
discourteously. to Capt. Mullen, and said ne 
would hold no communication with an Amer- 


‘ican naval Captain, and would be responsible 


for his acts w his Government. Soon after 
this the Captain of the Adler sent word to 
Capt. Mullen, who had returned to the Nipsic, 
that he intended to bombard Ladly before 
dark. A protest was sent to the Captain of 
the Adier, and as the latter had shown no in- 
olinauon to notify Mataafe to remove women 
and children Capt. Mullen sent one of his 
officers ashore for that purpose. The Adler 
did not bombard the town that night, but re- 
turned the following morning and began to 
bombara Ladly, which had been evacuated 
the night previous. . Thirty-four shells were 
fired by the Adier and then four boat-loads 
of sailors were landed from the Oiga and the 
Adler, who burned the village, including two 
small Koman Catholic churches. The ships 
then returned to Apia. 

Dec. 18 Consul Knappe had sent a letter to 
Mataafe telling him that the German ships 
would shell his villages unless he come on 
board the German ,man-of-war before noon 
ot Dec. 20 and cause his people to give up ail 
their guns. Mataafe did not reply to the 
letter, but sent back word after the battle 
that he was sorry to kill German sailors, but 
that Samoans fhtended to fight for their 
liberty and would fight whoever attacked 
them. The afternoon of Dec. 20 the three 
Consuls met to arrive at some settlement of 
the troubles. Mataafe’s presence was de- 
sired by the United States and Brit- 
ish Consuls, wut the German Consul 
refused to meet him, and the meeting 
had no result. The following day 
the German Consul issued a proclamation or- 
dering Samoans to bring their firearms on 
board the Oiga during the day, and stating 
that if this were not done the ship would 
bombard the village of Matafagatele. Con- 
sul Biacklock at once returned a protest. and 
at the same time informed him that E. L, 
Hamilton, an American citizen and formerly 
United Staves Vice Consul in Apia; owned 
three houses in Matafagatele over which the 
American flag had been pidced, and adding 
that if this property were damaged the Ger- 


man Government would be held responsible. 


The German Consul made noreply. About7 
o'clock the morning of the 2ist the Olga 
went to Matafagatele, anchoring one mile 
from shore. At ¥o’ciock she began throw- 
ing shells, no Samoans having come on board 
with arms. After firing twenty-five shelis 
the vessel sent three boat-loads ashore and 
destroyed the village by fire. Hamilton 


went to the destroyed village in the after- 


noon, and found his three houses in ruins. 
A large American flag, formerly used for 
Consular purposes, which had been placed on 
one of the houses, had been partially burned 
by the German man-of war's men, and then 
torn down. Fragments of the flag were taken 
to Apia and delivered to Consul Blacklock, 
who has forwarded them to Mr. Bayard. 
The German Consul afterward wrote to Con- 
sul Blackloek declaring that he had been in- 
formed that an American had led Mataafe’s 
forces the night of the 18th, and had fired 
the first shot. Consu! Blacklock replied that 
he had investigated the rumor and found it 
to be untrue. 
APOLOGIZED TO THE ENGLISH. 

The 2ist a boat from the German man-of- 
war Olga was chasing a native boat in neu- 
tral waters opposite the American Consulate. 
The Germans fired a number of shots at the 
boat, which was in direct range of a boat 
containing two Euglish officers, one of whom 
narrowly being shot. The com- 
mander of the Oiga afterwards apologized 
to the English officers. Charles Brown, an 
American citizen, who was on 
shore, was requested by the English 
officers to ask the Germans to cease shooting.

There is an inviting 
air of home about the place that shows that 
Mrs. Fuller has her family life at heart as 
well as her social requirements.

Fuller. She went out half an hour ago, 
but I can’t tell where, as it is not market 
day. She often gets away fore we are 
up,” added the daughter, laughink at the im- 
pliea self-rebuke.

list for today.” 

Busy they must have been, for/from the 
adjoining room couid bé heard: “Ley, not 
Leigh, Tuesday?

No, Mrs. J. C.,“ and at times a 
merry laugh as the copyist objected to the 
too rapid onslaught of names. Mrs. Fuller 
soon entered, and brought with her -the 
briskness of the cold morning. She wore a 
brown pelisse and bonnet of the same color 
and carried in her hands a bunch of narcissus, 
which showed that her morning errand had 
been at the greenhouses. 

“This cold snap makes me think I am once 
more in Chicago,”’ said Mrs. Fuller after a 
pleasant greeting.

NOT THE WASHINGTON WAY. 

Mou must be an early riser, Mrs. Fuller, 
to have an errand accomplishea before 10 
o’clock. That isn’t the Washington way.“ 

“So have found out, but I transplanted 
my habits with me. I have always break- 
fasted at 8, and it is a custom I cannot afford 
to change. It gives me a iong morning for 
my family duties, and with four young chil- 
dren that means a great deal.“ 

“ What do you think of Washington, Mrs. 
Fuller!“ 

Jam conservative and deliberate of judg- 
ment. My opinions are not yet deeply set- 
tled. 

Conservative and from Chicago!“ 

“ Yes,” she answered, laughing, “Iam 
one of the early settlers, and it is a priv- 
ilege of pioneers to be slow. I like the Capi- 
tal much, but my social dutiesare almost too 
onerous for me. They exact almost as much 
time from me as official duties from the Chief 
Justice. I have not been in society for ten 
years, and of course 1 find it difficult to as- 
sume so Many cares at my age. Think of u! 
I came here Thursday and Monday had fifty 
cal is. Up to Jan. 1 I averaged that many 
every Monday. Of course I thought if I re- 
turned those calls then it would just be so 
much gained. What -was my surprise to 
learn that calls before Jan. 1 were 
not accepted as official. Since then I 
have had. over 300 each reception 
day. I don’t know what I should do 
: my daughters to be me out. The 
other ladies of the Supreme Court find it 
hard, as they are older and in nearly every 
case without daughters at home. With so 
many girls I am not obliged to go every day, 
and when Ido go Etake one daughter with 
me. The next day two others will make the 
rounds. I can’t let one week’s calling go 
over until the uext, as I should be submerged 
if Ldid. It’s like rolling the rock up the hill 
and having it roli back before I have breath 
to push again.

Pullman Said to Have Arranged to Absorb 
the Wagner and Mana Companies: 

New York, Jan 19.—[Special.]—A morning 
paper says that important negotiations are 
in progress in this city looking to the virtual 
merging of almost ail the sleeping-car in- 
terests with the Puliman Company. Some 
important deals have been within a 
day or so. It leaked out today that the 
Pullman Company had secured control of 
the Mann and the Woodruff Companies with 
their plants and contracts.

Gossip from Berlin.

Bunk. Jan. 19.— Bundesrath will dis- 
pose of the East Africa bill without delay, 
and it will be submitted to the Reichstag at 
the end of the week, when it will provoke 
the long expected declaration from Prince 
Bismarck on the Government's 
policy and its relations with England. The 
measure, it is believed, will be finally passed 
by a large majority. The measure is known 
in parliamentary circles as the outcome of 
an agreement between the leaders of the 
Government groups after a consultation with 
Prince Bismarck; The Centre party will also 
aporove of following the policy observed dur- 
ing Tuesday’s debate, opposition will 
thus be left to the Progressists only. and this 
will narrow the debate into lively encounters 
between the Chancellor and his persistert 


assailants. An important part of the bill 


the proposals relating to the enrolling and 
disposition of the levies—it is understood, 
will be settled in a secret sitting of the com- 
mittee. Interest really centres in what Prince 
Bismarck will choose to reveal concerning 
the codperation of England. It is noted 
here that English opinion aguinst colonial ex- 
tension by Germany gains ground, and even 
Conservative papers suggest that Lord 
Salisbury weakly yielded to the re 
quests of Prince Bismarck without 
knowing how far the Chancellor’s 
designs extended. Probably Prince Bis- 
marck will frankly disclose how completely 
the English Government has been apprised 
of every phase of the German policy as em- 


bodied in the East Africa bill. He is 


desirous of preventing English Lib- 
erals from making party capital 
from the concerted action of the Govern- 
ments. Every suggestion coming from Lord 
Salisbury during the negotiations has been 
accepted here. The Chatcellor will there- 
fore announce absolute harmony in the codp- 
eration. 
THE MORIER INCIDENT. 

The Morier incident has not had the 
slightest effect on the relations between 
the two Governments. It may have 
formed the subject of conversa- 
uon during recent interviews between 
Prince Bismarck and Sir Edward Malet, 
the British Ambassador, but officially Lord 
Salisbury leaves Morier to fight his. own 
duel. The diplomatic éircies are con- 
fident that Prince Bismarck has a 
strong card in reserve against 
Morier, and will bably oblige Lord 
Salisbury to take offi hotice of the affair 
by transferring Morier from St. Petersburg 
to some port that has less influence in Euro- 
pean politics. 

THE GEFFCKEN CORRESPONDENCE. 

The Geffcken correspondence, covering 180 
folios, has been submitted to the Bundes- 
rath. It was intended to publish the corre- 
spondence, but the Government is 
beginning to learn that the country 
has had a surfeit of Geffcken. Be- 
sides, public opinion is maturing in 
favor of Geffcken. The Progressist press, 
knowing it to bea powerful weapon of of- 
fense, would sustain the agitation. The 
Tageblatt demands a complete clearing of the 
affair, the production of the appendices to the 
indictment, the answers for the defense, the 
reasons for the decision of the tribunal, etc.

The malicious reports of the ill-health of 
the Chancellor originated with the 
Kreuz- Zeitung, the organ of the 
Ultra-Conservatives, and orthodox de- 
clarants associated with Dr. Stocker. 
The reports represent the yearnings of the 
orthodox to see Bismarck prostrated. His life 
in Berlin under his modified work agrees with 
him. He walks daily in the vicinity of the 
Wilheimsstrasse, seemingly unattended, 
but in reality guarded by several police 
agents.

Description of the New Ocean Liner 
Launched at Belfast Yesterday. 

BLAST, Jan. 19.—The new White Star 
steamer Teutonic was launched this morning 
from the Queen’s Isiand Yard. The com- 
panion ship Majestic, of the same stvle and 
size, is still on the stocks, but will be 
launched and completed, it is expected, in 
time for use the coming summer, 

The length of these ships is 5&8 feet, which 
makes them the longest vessels afloat; breadth, 
57 feet 6 inches; depth, 39 feet 4 inches, with a 
gross tonnage of nearly 10,000 tons. They arp built 
of Siemens-Martin steel and are furnished with 
two independent sets of at py extension engines, 
driving twin propellers with m nese bronze 
blades. In form and construction of hull they 
possess the distinctive features of their prede- 
cessors, the Adriatic, Britannic, Germanic, etc, 
Moreover, while they are similarly subdivided 
by athwartship bulkheads, they are algo con- 
structed with a longitudinal bulkhead runn 
fore and aft throughout the greater portion o 
their length. Each vessel is constructed to 
carry 300 saloon passengers, Who will all dine at 
one time. }

TRIAL OF THE ZALINSKI DYNAMITE GUN. 


The Projectiles Thrown Over a Mile—Ef 
fects of Their Explosion. 

New Tonk, Jan. 19.— [Special.] There 
were a number of military ana naval officers 
representing this and other Governments at 
Fort Lafayette today to witness the official 
trial of the Zalinski dynamite gun. Two 
shots were made, which demonstrated the 
ability of the gun to throw great quantities of 
dynamite a long distance, but the officiai pro- 
gram was not carried out, and the teste made 
today will cut no figure in the matter of ac- 
cepting the guns by the American Govern- 
ment. There are two explanations given 
for the failure to carry out the official pro- 
gram which was to decide the fate of dyna- 
mite gunnery, The first reason was that a 
vaive attached to the pneumatic apparatus 
supplying the compressed air was out of 
order and caused a leakage which prevented 
the artillerymen from keeping up the pres- 
sure of 1,000 pounds to the square inch nec- 
essary for satisfactory firing. The second 
explanation was that a new leatner sabot 
was used at the breech of the gun and that 
it was not accurately fitted tothe chamber. 
The old one was discarded, as it was feared 
it wirht give out. The official trial was post- 
poned for two weeks. 

In the first shot a shell loaded with 170 
pounds of dynamite was used. The copper 
torpedo shell Was passed out of the magazine 
in the fort, and was softly lifted by a derrick 
and felltoa level with the cradle at the 
breech of the immense “putty biower out- 
side the crumbling walls of Fort Lafayette. 
With great care and skill tne projectile was 
then inserted into tne tube of the gun. Then 
the breech block was ciosed, there was a 
turning of Gocks and an opening of valves, 
a hissing sound, gradually increasing in 
force, and a slight smokish matter issued 
from the muazzie of the huge tube, 
and a short, black arrow shot through 
the sky. reaching an extreme elevation 
of about 800 feet, then it gradually curved 
downward until it touched the water. In- 
stently a huge symmetrical pyramid of foam- 
ing white water rose at least 150 feet high, 
having the appearance in the distance of a 
magnificent cathedral of majestic size. Then, 
in a few seconds the giorious vision vanished, 
and the experts began to calculate time and 
distances. It was gathered that the initial 
velocity was about 800 feet per second with 
an air pressure of 1,000 pounds to the 

inch; that the projectile trav- 
and that the time occupied 
in its flight was eighteen seconds, the plunge 
having been made 40 minutes 22 seconds past 
20’clock. This shot passed slightly over the 
target. Im the second shot a shell containing 
800 pounds of nitro-glycerine and 200 pounds 
ot dynamite was used. It was fired in the 
same way as the smaller one, but raised much 
bigger commotion in the water, which was 
thrown 300 feet high. 

Alithe officers present at the exhibition 
admitted that, though the official program 
was not carried out, it had been shown be- 
yond a doubt 25 large quantities of high 
explosives could be safely discharged from a 
pneumatic gum

The Cook County League Adopts „ Bill % 


Be Présented to the | Legisiature—A 
Measure Looking to the Safety of Mem- 
bers—A Quarterly 
with the Auditor of Public Acconnts— 
Stockholders May Order an Examina- 
tion. 


“The key-note of the cam paign to be made 


before the Legislature to place building and 


loan associations under State inspection was 
struck in no undértain way last evening. 
The Cook County League met at the 
Grand Pacific and adopted a bill which, 
though differing in one important point, 
applies to such associations the law of in- 
spection relating at present to banks and in- 
surance companies. ft. to the point of dif- 
ference the unwilling to concede 
te the Auditor the summary power of stop- 
ping the business of an association without a 
detailed exumination of its affairs. 

Following are the associations represented 
in the meeti Domestic, South Chicago, 
Lemont, New Fort Dearborn, Ashland, Rell- 
ance, Dougias Park, Lafayette, Metropolitan, 
2 ů aby Lake View, and Cook 
unty. 


As adopted the bill is a selection from the 
majority report of Edward J. Nocnan and 
Lawton C. Bonney and the minority report 
of Louis Kistler, the committee of three ap- 
pointed at a recent meeting of the directors 
of the league to frame a bill. 

THE PROPOSED BILL 


It will go before the Legislature in the fol- g 


lowing shape: 

A BILL for an act toamend an act entitled: An 
act to enable s of persons to be 
come a body corporate to se furds to be 
loaned only among the members of such asso- 
ciations.” ! 

EC. 1. Be it enacted by the pie of the State 
of Illinois, represented in the General Assembly, 
mat an act entitled. An act to enable associa- 
tions of persons to become a body corporate to 
raise funds to de loaned only among the mem- 
bers of such associations, in force July 1, 1879, 
and the amendments thereto in force July 1, 
1887, be and the same are hereby so amen as 
to read as follows: 

SEc. 15. The Secretary of every association in- 
corporated, or doing business within this State, 
shall within twenty days after the close of each 
quarter of the fiscal yéar of such association file 
with the Auditor of Public Accounts of the State 
of Illinois a statement under oath of the receipts 
and expenditures of such association for such 
quarter, its assets and abilities, the number of 
shares of its capital stock issued, withdrawn, 
and in force in each series of stock during such 
quarter, also the number of shares of stock 
loaned upon in each series of stock. Such state- 
ment shall also be verified under oath by at 
least three members of such association not of- 
ficers thereof. 

BXAMINATION OF BOOKS. 

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of the Auditor of 
Public Avcounts, whenever five or mo tock- 
holders of any such association request, in & 
statement of facts made and sWorn to by the 
same, or whenever he shall deem it expedient 
so to do, in person or by one or more persons to 
be appointed by him for that purpose, not offi- 
cers or agents of, or in any manner interested in 
any such association doing business ia this State, 
except as stockholders, to examine into jhe af- 
fairs of any such association incorpors in 
this State, or 3 business by its agents in 
this State; and it shall be the duty of the officers 
or agents of any such association doing business 
in this State to cause their books to be opened 
for the inspection of the Auditor, or the person 
or persons so appointed, and otherwise facilitate 
such examination so far as it may be in their | 
power to do; and for that pu e the Auditor, or 
person or persons so appointed by him, shall have 
the power to examine under oath the officers and 
agents of any such association relative to the 
business of any such association, and when the 
Auditor of Public Accounts shall deem it for the 
best interests of the public so to do he shall pub- 
lish the result of any such investigation in one or 
more newspapers Of general circulation pub- 
Ushed in this State, and annually on ar before 
the Ist day of December in each year the Auditor 
of Pubiic Accounts shall report in writing to the 
Governor the financial condztion of all such as- 
ciations doing business m this State; provided 
that said association shall not be subject to any 
expense in any Manner by reason of such exam- 
ination or publication. 

WINDING UP AN ASSOCIATION. 

Sec. 17. And whenever it shall appear to the 
said Auditor, trom such examination, that the 
assets of any such association ineorporated or 
doing business in this State ure insufficient 
to — the continuance in business of any 
such association, be shall communicate the fact to 
the Attorney General, whose duty it shall then 
become to apply to the Circuit Court of the coun- 
tv in which the principal office of said associa- 
tion shall be loeated tor an order requiring it to 
show cause why the business of such association 
sball not be closed. and the court shall thereupon 
proceea to hear the allegations and 

roofs of respective parties, either 

n open upon a reference 
to a Master in Chancery. and in case it shall ap- 
pear to the satisfaction of the said court that 
the assets and funds of said association are not 
sufficient as aforesaid, or that the interests of 
the public require, the said court shall decree a 
dissolution of the said and a dis- 
tribu tion of its effects. 

Sec. 18. Any such association may allow rea- 
sonable compensation to its auditing commit- 
tees for their services as such, and may, for the 
legitimate purposes of such association, on a 
vote of a majority of all its directors, borrow 
money in anticipation of payment of dues. 

An important feature of the bill is the re- 

uirement of the last clause of Sec. 15 that 

ree members of the associaton, who are 
not officers, shall audit and swear to the cor- 
rectness of the quarterly reports of the Sec- 
retary to the Auditor. It is considered that 
this provision will render it difficult, if not 

impossible, for a Secretary or Board of Di- 

rectors to maintain a fraudulent conduct of 

the affairs of the association. 

The final clause of Sec. 18, which is alto- 
gether extraneous to the question of inspec- 
tion, was only incorporated by a close vote. 
It permits an association to borrow money

Two rows of little girls sitting on tiny 
chairs alongside a table which traversed the 
center of the room, was the scene which pre- 
sented itself when a visitor called one morn- 
ing last week. On the table were half a 
dozen dolls’ beds, while at the head facing the 
class a rosy cheeked damsel was writing 
with a piece of chaik on a bilackvoard the 
words of asong. The children were repeat- 
ing after her: 

When you wake in the morning 
At the day dawni 

Throw off the bedding 

And tet in fresh air. 

After committing this to memory dy fre- 
quent repetiuon, she proceeded with the rest 
of the verse: 

Then shake up the pillows 
In waves and billows 
And open the windows 

2 If the day be fair. 

Now, children, I wish you to sing this 
song and act it. All stand up and face each 
other. Libbie and Kittie, you take this bed; 
the second one, Annie and Tessie; Mamie 
and the new girl, the third; and vou little 
girls down at the end stand on each side of 
the other beds.” 

Then commenced a practical lesson in 
housekeeping; which the parents of the poor 
children might with profit have listened to. 

Sheets and pillows are turned over, 
straightened out, thumped in waves and bil- 
lows, sm at, and laid on chairs, while 
the action of opening fictitious windows is 
imitated by the little ones, who seemed de- 
lighted at the ides of playing house. 

‘Katie, that pillowis not smooth—Annie, 
throw those clothes farther over tne foot of 
the bed,“ and 80 on, with an eye to the act 
ol each of her little scholars. the rosy-cheeked 
teacher watched and directed the proceed- 


ings. 

„ Will they do this at home!“ 

“Of course not—that is to say, not at pres- 
ent. They are too young, but the lesson 
they are taught pow will come back to them 
in after life, anc if we make one siattern into 
an industrious housewife the labor is not 
thrown away.”

As the 
childish hands struggie betweea needle and 
work and c ish voices pipe forth the 
words and air of the song it resembles a 
crude attempt at an angelic sewing bee. 

PACIFIC GARDEN MISSION. 
On Fourth avenue, the worst street in Chi- 
ie found the Pacific Garden Mission. It 
18 noon, and the seund of infantile 
voices inside invites one to enter.

STORY OF THE MISSION. 

When Col. Ciarke tirst founded the Pacific 
Garden Mission in 1876, Saioonkeepers and 
their henchmen bombarded him. The work 

gressed despite tne inactivity of the po- 
fice authorities, who would not, rhaps 
dared not, run counter'to the tough element, 
for this was the haicyon era of inflooence.“ 
In about two years larger premises were re- 
quired and were secured at the northeast 
corner of Clark and Van Buren streets. This 
corner had been occupied by one of the hard- 
est dives in Chicago and was known as Fitz 
simmons’ Concert Garden.” At this place had 
been engineered most of the opposition 
to the working of the mission and by the 
irony of fate “Bill” Fitzsimmons was dis- 
possessed, and Mr. Clarke camped on the 
field of battle. Soon afterward Harry Mon- 
roe made his appearance aud the work went 
on at an accelerated pace. About six years 
ago still more roomy quarters were needed, 
and the mission moved across the road to its 
All opposition had then 


the number of converts made during the ex- 
istence of the mission. 

It's almost impossible to tell with an 
sort of certainty,” he said. We keep an 
account of those who come to the mourner’s 
bench, and last year {referring to a book] 
these totalled about 4,500; that, pernans, is 
about the average for the last seven or eight 
years.

THE BIG Sr. CHARLES, MINN., FAILURE 


C. W. Seefield’s Liabilities Wilh Exceed 
$300,000—The Creditors. 
Winona, Minn., Jan. 19.—|Special.]—Fur- 
ther developments in the C. W. Seefield 
failure at St. Charles show that the liabili- 
ties will foot up over $300,000, The books 
are locked up in the safe and cannot be got 
at. BSeefield’s whereabouts is still a mys- 
tery. G. W. Van Dusen & Co. of Rochester 
attached Seefield’s barley warehouse 
and a number of cars loaded ready 
for shipment. The bank of St. Charles 
was caught for several thousand, but is se- 
cured by a transfer of the elevator at Uti 
made several days ago. G. W. Var Dusen o 
Rochester, E. P. Bacon of Milwaukee, and 
Joseph Rosenbaum of Chicago arrived on the 
scene this morning. Their claims are the 
heaviest, being reported at about $180,000, 
partially secured by atransfer some time ago 
of flouring mills at Arlington, Dak., and 
St. Charles. There is a mechanic’s lien on 
the St. Charies miil and elevator in favor of

Kroeschelt, with an attorney, arrived 
in the city this morn: on his way 
to St. Charles. A deed from field convey- 
ing three quarter sections of land to his son 
reached the Recorder’s vffice here just twenty 
minutes after the land had been attached 
by Strong & Co. of Chicago. Seefieid 
is said by some to be abroad waiting for 
creditors to getover the first excitement, 
when he will return and settle up his affairs. 
All parties who have lost money by the 
failure are exceedingly reticent about it, 
and just how much local people have 
lost cannot be learned.

A proth- 
inent grain dealer here said that the failure 
was no surprise to them as they expected it 
from Seefield’s plunges in barley. He paid 
such high prices that other dealers were 
obliged to stand aside and let him take all 
the grain. The affair has created much ex- 
citement and commentin business circles in 
this vicinity. 


„ Seefield did some business with us,” said 
Mr. Morris Rosenbaum yesterday., referring 
to the St. Charles tailure, since last sum- 
mere They owe us some, but we think we 
have good security, and hope we shall not 
lose anything. Even if the securities given 
prove worthiess we should not iose niuch, 
certainly not $20,000. The failure is not dis- 
2 1 vou — re 

‘Supposing the securities wort how 
much wouid you then be the loser?” _

$1,000, it might be 3.000.“

Ernst, a Democrat, was Chairman. Ths 
committee repurted against the recommenda 
tions ot Mr. Onahan, all the Democratic 
members voting with Mr. Ernst nst 
them. Through the exeftions of a number of 


‘Republican members of the Council the rec- 


ommendations were referred to the Judiciary 
Committee, which recommended concurrence 
in the main recommendation and the passage 
of an ordinance containing the following 
provision: :

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RUSSIAN AND FRENCH,

In a new game called duplicate whist 
which has been started in Chicago the same 
rules obtain in regard to play asin the or- 
dinary game, the difference being that afver 
an agreed number of hands have been played.

The score is counted by tricks instead of 
by points, asin the game, and at the 
close of the evening’s play by footing the 
total score and comparing it with thirteen 
times the number of hands played the gain or 
loss to any player is at once apparent.

This he did, addressing her in 
earnest terms, as a ruler, wife, and mother, 
ana speaking of himself as President, hus- 
band, and fatter, both deeply interested in 
the weifare of their people, and both able to 
understand and doubtiess anxious to avert 
the horrors of war, between nations as 
closely allied as Engiand and America. 

He then weuton to speak briefly of the 
cause of the North, and to express regret 
that the taking of Mason and Slidell from an 
English ship should have putin peril the re- 
lations of the two nations. He closed by 
assuring the Queen that whatever disposi- 
tion of the case she might, in the light of his 
letter, regard as just and honorable he would

THE WEEK IN NEW YORK THEATRES. 


Mercy Warren Gives Her View of Mrs Pot- 
ter’s Cleopatra—0 ther fF vents. 

New York, Jan. 18.— [Special Correspond- 
ence.]— There isa point where presumption 
becomes irreverence, and that point is 
passed when a woman like Mrs. Potter de- 
liberately attempts to portray Suakspeare's 
Cleopatra. No elaboration of scenery, no 
magnificence of bejeweled costumes can ex- 
cuse the audacity or cover the shame. The 
thing isan artistic vrime, and its punishb- 
ment should be swift, merciless, and final. 
That a woman not yet graduated from a 


doil-house should pose as this incom- 
parabie daughter of “so many royal 
Kings”; that one whose utmost is strut 


and rail and simper should pretend to enact 
“the serpent of old Nile,“ whom age could 
not wither nor custom stale, who made de- 
fects perfecuon—this is a piece of imperti- 
nence for which there should bea bitter 
reckoning. 
hesitated to enact this rOle; a supreme artist 
might well look forward to attempting it, 
alter years of faithful study; as tne crown 
and climax of a great career; in ail the an- 
nais of the stage it has never been adequate- 
ly interpreted. And yet here we have it 
gravely set forth by adrawing-rooin amateur, 
u woman utterly without artistic experi- 
ence and training, who cannot read 
the simplest lines intelligently, wnose 
voice is strident, and whose personality is 
wholly trivial, who wearies with perfunctory 
smiles when the text reveals deptns of pas- 
sion, who rails like a kitchen wench when 
she is called upon to wield the terrible light- 
nings of the s. Tne exhibition would 
have been ludicrous if it had not been pain- 
ful, absurd if it had not been outrageous. 
With those of tne audience-who bave imag- 
inativeiy studied the great tragedy, dimiy 
understood the magnificent sweep of this 
royal passion which has the worid fora 
background, the harm is perhaps not perma- 
nent, for these will find it impossible to as- 
sociate Mrs. Potter’s soubrette potentate 


Egypt.“ Such minds will forget her as soon 
as possibie, retain the great ideal which 
Shakspeare gave us. But with those theatre- 
goers who depend upon the stage for their 
most vital comprehension of the master, to 
woom Modjeska’s Ophelia or Irving’s Shy- 
lock comes as a revelation of the meaning of 
these creauons—with the less imaginative 

rt of the public this Cleopatra offers a pos- 
tive insult to the dramatist, for it vitiates 
and vulgarizes in their minds his sublime 
conceptuon. It is thus that presumption be- 
comes irreverence, and irreverence injustice, 
for a great thasa right to demand that 
his work preserved from profanation. 
Except for the need of ae against 
this injustice one would pass by Mrs. Pot- 
ter’s last effort in silence, for it is entirely 
beneath criticism. 

Mr. Kyrie Beliew’s Antony is a better 
piece of work than one would have expected 


from him in 80 exacting a role. It 
is too petty, too pretty, too delicate, 
too little the warrior man wherein 


the worship of the whole worid lies.” Yet, 
though we could not receive him as one of 
the hei. = pillars of the world,” he some- 
times achieved a touch of the princely qusl- 
ity, and his well modulated reading of ine 
lines showed careful and intelligent study. 
Of course, he laboreu under a great aisad- 


‘Cleopatra was a pa:ipabie absurdity, never 
accepted by the audience for a moment; so 
that the amatory scenes carried no illusion. 
But in the scene of nis wratn and of his de- 
spar, in his suicide and tinal death, he 
touched the sympathy of his audience and 
did creditabie work. Yet to say merely this 
of Shakspeare’s Antony reminds one of the 
Irishman who, at Niagara, being asked what 
he thought ef the cataract, roused himself 
out of ant of awe-stricken silence to say 
It's nate.” 

Mr. Ian Robertson, an artistic actor, was 
rather stilted as the passioniess Octavius, 
but be wore his toga well and did his best 
to deepen his thin voice to the Roman pitch. 
Of the rest of the cast Enobarbus and 
Agrippa, Eros and the clown were fairly 
well rendered. The women had little to do 
but pose, for their beautiful lines were mer- 
cilessiy cut. Perhaps Mr. Bellew, who cut a 
rather ruthless path through the play, can 
tell us way he despoiled Iras of tnat speech 
which is like the gleam of an evening star: 

Finish, good lady, the bright day is done, 

Ana we are for the dark. 

And why neither she nor Charmian is al- 
lowed to die with their mistress. These tw 
women are such deep and giowing flashes o 
color that the poet’s picture seems incom- 
plete without them. Perhaps Mr. Bellew 
realized that the company’s material was in- 
adequate. Only a great artist could do 
justice to Charmian’s dying speech. 

In this production the scenic artists and 
the costumers deserve most of the praise. 
There are fully a dozen scenes, ail of them 
elaborate and beautiful. The landing of 
Cleopatra’s barge and the interior of her pal- 
ace are effective exampies of Egyptian brill- 
iancy and sumptuousness. The camp scenes 
and the glimpses of the imperial city, especi- 
ally the view of marble Rome from the house 
of Lepidus—all these are admirably painted, 
showing remarkable effects of distance. The 
slaves, soldiers, and attendants are well 
drilied and picturesquely costumed. Iwo or 
three simple littie dances by slave-giris are a 
pleasant feature, tue beautiful suppie- 
ness of their waists making one 
realize how much ordinary bailet-dancers 
lose by lacing their forms into rigid 
staves. As for Mrs. Potter’s costumes the 
great Parisian milliner might safely rest 
his fame on them, for .ney would grace the 
ideal Cleopatra. When Antony returns to 
Alexandria for a brief triumph and is met 
outside the gates by the Queen and the 
shouting crowd tne stage picture is indeed 
spiendid. Cieopatra’s gorgeous diaphanous 
robe, set thick with enormous flashing gems, 
the jeweled crown of the Ptoiemies with its 
mystical wings and asp—these need only a 
queeniy woman to carry them to seem, in- 
deed, emblems of tne mightiest sovereignty 
that ever yielded to conquering Rome. Thus 
clad, Mrs. Potter is utterly eclipsed, losing 
even her charm of prettiness which pleases 
usin most of her characters. She cannot 
8 the burden of royal magnificence. 

r. Daly’s company is presenting “ rhe 
Incoustant,“ one of Farquhar’s delightful 
old comedies.

PLAYING AT “ONE NIGHT STANDS.” 


Stage-Struck Girls Should Read Colum- 
bine’s Sweet Kxperlience. 

Nobody knows what the actors eat; no- 
body has the least suspicion !”’ runs the song. 
There is more truth than poetry in that thrill- 
ing bailad. Nobody does know, least of all 
the actor himself; yet there is no one more 
fond of good living than an actor, perhaps 
because he so seldom gets it. No matter how 
good a company is there is a certain number 
of “one night stands to be played in a sea- 
son, and then the actor’s troubles begin. 

I shall never forget my first experience of 
“one night towns.“ We had been playing in 
large cities and staying a week ut a ume in 
each of them. I noticed a spirit of discon- 
tent and rebellion in the company when it 
come near time for our “one night jumps,”’ 
as they called them, but I thought the actors 
unreasonable. [I rather enjoyed the idea of 
only staying one day ina place. I tnought it 
would be interesting to see the different towns, 
and I would never have a chance to get sick 
of a place or a hotel. 

i expressed these views to one of the com- 
pany. ‘* You come to me at the end of next 
week.“ he suid, and teil me what your opin- 
ion of one nigbt stands is. Wait till you get a 
glimpse of one of those bhotels—you’ll be sick 
before you cross the threshold.“ I thought 
he was prejudiced. Of course we could got 
expect ali the conveniences of the city, put 
we must be willng to put up witha if 
discomfort once in a while. : 

W hea we left the city where we had been 
playing there was a look of settied mejan- 
choly on our comedian’s face. I asked him 
what was the matter. “I have just saida 
iong farewell to my digestion,” sald he.

Chief Obstacle in the Way of Art Culture 
Flippant Eagerness to Do Great Thin gs 
in a Little Time—Interviews with Lead- 
ing Men—Mra. Heringe Gerome 
Mr. Taft's “Grant”’—Art Notes Local 
and Foreign. 

How many people paint In Chicago? In- 
cluding tne protessional and the amateurs 
the number goes up into the thousands. Mr. 
Vernon, the experienced and cultivated man- 
ager for A. H. Abbott & Co., estimates the 
number of professional teachers at 400. Al- 
lowing them an average of ten pupils, and 
adding the people directly and indirectly 
connected with the Art Institute, we have 
fully 5,000 men and women who, as Mrs. 
Browning said of her own youth, have 


„„ „ Washed in 
Landscapes from Nature (rather say, washed 
out)— 

and who, before discovering that it is easier 
to wash out than in, achieved the pyramids 
of bad plaques, worse panels, and astounding 
portraits which characterize the infancy of 
productive estheticism. Mr. Vernon says— 
and he has the most reliable means of know- 
ing—that the standard of amateur work in 
the city has greatly advanced during the last 
ten years. Toodiplomatic and wo sympa- 
thetic with endeavor to smile at even its fol- 
lies, he admits under pressure of insistent 
inquiry that tbe plaques were not altogether 
masterpieces and that tne flower painting 
involvei variations from nature which a 
Darwin never dreamed of. 

“One cause,” said he, of the superficial 
and unsatisfying. werk by amateurs is the 
flippancy with which so many young people 
approach art study, fancying that in a short 
time they can become adepts in it. Too many 
teachers are willing to aggravate this delusion 
by consenting to give a few lessons. The im- 
provement in the general average is largely 
due to the firmness and experience of Mr. 
Heury F. Spread, who never takes a student 
for less than a term and who does not yield 
to the eager haste of immaturity by putting 
a color box in the hands of his pupil at the 
first lesson. He insists upon the ra ional and 
orderly progress of art study, beginning with 
the first steps of correct drawing and adher- 
ing to this method without faltering or favor- 
itism until tne talent of the pupil bas learned 
to exert its own intelligence. After that in- 
dividual ability may properly be allowed 
some self-assertion.’ 

Do you find that the intelligence of the 
amateurs has been improved in an estimate 
of their capacity in relation to art as art?”’ | 

Tes, decidedly. This is shown in various 
ways. Formerly the demand wus for the 
materials that enter chiefly into decorative 
work. Now the demand is for canvas, for 
the materials of drawing and modeling, and 
these are bought in larger quantities every 
year, with more discretion as to quality, 
grade, and suitability.“ 

Do many amateurs make a hving by dec- 
orative work?” ; 

“Somedo. Thereis not much direct com- 
munication between the purchasing public 
and the producing amateur.” 

Mr. Vernon’s attention was directed to the 
various objects in the front show windows, 
presumabiy for sale. These articles are 
not always for sale,“ he said. Many 


are placed there purely for exhibiuon 


as exumples of teachers’ or students’ capac- 
ity and in the hope that tney may bring orders. 
Most of the profitable decorative work is 
handled through the Decorative Art So- 
ciety and the Woman's Exchange. I consid- 
er the quality of Chicago decorative work 
os It is more ingenious than formerly. 
t finds many different and novel modes of 
expression and the practitioners are able to 
empioy more vehicles of expression than 
formerly. The work, whatever the materials 
or media, com favorably with that of 
any other city in the country.”’ 

A weil known teacher, who has a consider- 
able number of adept pupils, was asked 
whether he believed that had been 
made among the amateurs. He declinea to 
be quoted by name but said that in his opin- 
ion there had been substantial progress. .ne 
chief aifficulty, however, remains—the un- 
willingness of pupils to begin seriously and 
to plod along uatii they acquire a thorough 
knowledge of drawing. You would be 
amazed, he said, to how many ladies, 
intelligent in 1 else, are sim 
id iotio about the length of time required for 
thorough advancement in art study. One 
came to me the other day. Sue nas lived 
several years in r Some a smatte of 
Italian, has walked the Louvre and the Lux- 


embourg scores of times, has visited ateners 


in Rome as well as in Paris, and knows 
a good picture when she sees one. ‘My dear 
old friend,’ she said to me, ‘I want to paint 
in oils. Now do not make me do anything 
else first. Just put me down beside you and 
show me howto doa fine landscape.’ She 
might as well have said. My dear old fraud, 
Jam a fool. Accept the situation. What 
the Lord made of me you cannot unmake. 
Pretend that you can teach me to paint in oils 
defore I learn to draw and to produce land- 
scapes with my hands before I have learned 
to see landscapes with my eyes.’ Do you 
know that there are very few peopie who 
really use their eyes to look at Nature? And 
these people expect to become painters by 
some royal road, a ten lesson, or five lesson, 
or one lesson course. It can't be done. The 
greatest blessing Tun TRIBUNE can confer on 
art and the citizens of Chicago is to tell those 
who cannot give hours daily for several 
years to it not to try even to become ama- 
teurs.“ 

An official of the Art Institute, in — Pl to 
questions, said that amateurs as a did 
not accomplish much genuine work. They 
did not approach the business with any gray- 
ity. They have no idea how long a time is 
essential for any serious progress. Above 
all, they do not understand that they must 
draw easily, accurately, and almost without 
effort before they can hope te do anything 
with colors.
